tney. w.cre termed,'consisting bf iKe Chey- 
unnes, Arapcihoc's and Sioux, occupied the 
country riijht up lo ihe base of the..mount- 
ains, 
-The Utes, their hereditary foes, 


wne-compelled to abide in the mountain 
fastnesses; anil just ns'now the Utcs pass 
through the towns at tiie foot of the 
nOHiHains, unfearc'd and unmolested, so 
then the Ghcyenhes and Arapahoes- were- 
wont to visit the settlements and to traffic 
.ind hold intercourse with the settlers,- 
xuihoul occasioning cither alarm or hos 
ulity. The whites were accustomed to re- 
ijard them as poor and peaceful neighbors, 
whom ihey were called upon lo feed ralhcr 
than fear. Tbus the frontiersmen livejl in 
fancied security, so tar as the Indians 
were concerned. 
. 


"But in tli'e summerof '64 a different view 


of matters w.as forced upon the settlers. 
The Indians began a series of depreda- 
tions and outrages which threw the whole 
people of the territory in alarm. The 
roads over the plains could no longer be 
triiv-crsed :- Cuuununi<-»tion with the states 
was,-for a while, entirely put a stop to; 
horses and catile were driven off; isolated 
families were ruthlessly butcheicd ; and it 
seemed as though the whole 'border',were 
given up into the han<<« of the savages.

" 1 he country along the Platte Was the 


scene of the greater pan of the troubles, 
but, in the latter part of^uly, an outi age 
of a particularly atrocious and revolting 
fhsracler w.»s committed sufficiently near 
at ."id to arouse'the people of El Paso 
county to a v-n«c of then; own _danBe.'. A 
i"»m'ly p—--dHungate. living on Running 
u^k. b*Tund Gvraer'l mill, about 
fi«e >"iV. n«rtbeast of Colorado City, 


-Oi./-^ht In^rni cut an unbora bibe 
fro-r> the body of .the dead mother, and 
othetwise mutilated per corpse in a. most 
disgusting manner:-then left it exposed as 
a Defiant taunt to. all who might sec'it. 
Th^ia.unt was not m vain. The disfieiir- 
ed corpse of the poor woman was taken 
to Denver, and there, many a score of 
tiusbalffc and sens who beneld it took a 
vow of revenge, whkh the) fulfilled in 
lembk vengeance at Sand Cn.<fc. 


" I nese things had, of course, filled the 


people of the country wilh apprehension 
and Alftl.tt. 
\VJ}£0 -fhrr/fArr* in tKr tnA 


of August, tracks of Indians were obseived 
in the neighborhood of Colorado City, and 
a small party were s<tn'.(ttSMngihioush 
the Garden of the Gods, considerable ex- 
citement was aroused. The Indians were 
observed first about sunset, and a little 
expedition was at once organized to follow 
them up and k«p watch upon.them- The 
party consisted of ten^ who, hastily equip- 
ping themselves, set but. to the northeast 
in pursuit. 
About. ..midnight they came 


upon the Indians half a doten in number 


encamped on the east side of the Mon 


mnerit..jiist op'posite to'Jullge Stone's. Lut 
tin;; offiheir ponies, they had an immedi 
ate advantage over them, and tbc Indians 
surrendered without an atiempt at rej 
anpc. 
They were .disarmed, .mounted up- 


on their ponies, and marched .off ro Color- 
ado City, liut no sooner was the caval- 
cade upon its way than the Indians Rave a 
wildwhocp and shook their blanjcets in 
the'air, soaring Ihe ponics.of their captors 
and making them unmanageable. 
Then, 


takinir advantage of the confusion, darted 
away' into the ^arkhusi, and were soon out 
of the reach of. pursuit. Shois__wcre.tired 
afler ihcm, ahd'il'was stfbsequently learn- 
rd that three of the Indians were killed, 
two wounded, and only one escaped un- 
hurt. • The only trophies-, however, which 
the party carried back to Colorado City 
were two<>r three ponies and a number of 
equtpm'ents.

• '•' This* little band was, undoubtedly, a 


•scouting party spying out the land for the 
operations of a larger, force; and the peo- 
ple of the outlying ranches, fearing a gen- 
eral-raidv deserted their h'omes and fath- 
ered in Colorado City, where a slockade 
was constructed, and preparations made 
for defense. • No attack, however, was 
made', and after .1 week or two the people' 
gradually returned to their homes and rji- 
sumed their occupations..

the camp; the braves were enjoying them- 
selves in lazy indolences ; the squaws And 
papooses were at work and at play,, in 
utter ignoranc? of the fate which awaited, 
them.'.'

The na.tator was a little at fault here, 


for the trulh of the matter is that mosl of 
the Indians were still asleep, the attack 
having been made just at,the break of day 
"'Nov. ±9, 1864. The account then pro- 
ceeds:

"The troops at once secured six or seven 


hundred of the ponies, and ihus compell- 
ed the Indians to fight on fool; moreover, 
ihe latter were outnumbered by their fou, 
and there wat no room for doubt as to the 
result. Forming themselves into line of 
battle on the bank of the creek, and pro- 
tecting themselves as best they might by 
sand embankments and hastily-excavated 
pits, the Indians fought de»t>eratcly, but 
without avail, hi. ere . nightfall, three or 
four hundred of them weic dispatched to 
the flrmppy hunting pounds" Of <hc 
soldiers is were killed and 40 wounded. 


" It w.i<the d«y of vengeance, and a 


fearful .tuibutrOn was taken. Mercy l»d 
no voice : pity no place. Squaws and 
papooses were included in the massacre, 
and scores of jhtiii were slain. Ask one 
who took part in the fight why they were 


and he will tell you that the savages had 
never spared woman or child, and that, 
for once, they fought the Indians in thcir 
own style.

at some additional particulars, if poss.ble, 
our reporter interviewed Irving Howbert, 
csq., who tO"k part in this campaign 
a;>>inst.tlre Indians and the Sand Creek 
fight. His account,.pf the..affair so nearly 
airrees with . tfte above account that we 
concluded to publish it with little altetation. 
Mr. Howbert assigns as a rca-on «hy the 
women and" chiMrerTwcTc slain that they 
were so' mixed up with the 
men that it 


was impossible to. spare the former 'without 
also sparing the latter, besides the women 
in many cases fought as desperately as the 
men,'and the killing of them was a mat- 
ter of necessity. 
.He thinks, however, 


that at least nine-tenths of .the _ women 
and children esca|>ed to the northward 
durinj* the fight. Mr. Howbsrt thinks that 
-the principal .ctson-to be .issigrted-rof-tht 
ferocity-of the whites on the-occasion of 
the Sand' creek fight was that at least a 
hundred persons in the regiment had lost 
relatives at the hand of the bloody red 
men. 
"The 'next Indian ^uuublia. vf ..onse- 


quence occurred in 1868. 
Meantime the 


government observing the '.' peace poli- 
cy " had atoned for the " massacre " of 
the Indians at Sand creek by begging the 
pardon • of the survivors, .granting three 
hundred and twenty acres oHand to each o'f 
ihe chiefs,_togethcr with_animals, goods, 
provisions, &c. Thus'when the troubles of 
rt'68 .came, the people had no heart to 
turn out.and give the Indians a drubbing, 
lest they might be visited with the severest 
condemnation of the government; so the 
red. devils had it pretty, much their, own 
way in that year. The first victim on that 
occasion was Charlie Everhart, seventeen 
years (if age, who. was herding cattle near 
the pine trees where the mesa road dips 
down to the Monument. 
He'.was shot, 


soeared and scalped, 
Proceeding to a 


spot just east, of the present site of the 
depot, the Indiar.s found Judge Baldwin, 
whom they.shot and left fordcad. liut the 
judge recovered, continued his'.excesses 
in liquor drinking, fell into a well, and 
was drowned. The reds then concluded 
their devilish work by killing Iwo. sons of 
Thomas Robbins. brother-of D. W. Rob- 
bins' of this city. One of these rads was 
only eight years old; the other, twelve.

The fellow deserved a good deal more 
than he received. We may hope llfat his 
family is permanently rid of a burden f 
this city of a worthless loafer.
